Didsbury RCMP are seeking 
public assistance in locating the 
people responsible for running 
down a number of street signs 
around town. 

Constable Steve Woolnough, 
of the local RCMP detachment, 
says that nine traffic signs were 
mowed down in the early morn¬ 
ing hours of Feb. 5, all located 
in the Southridge area or 
around the intersection of 23 
St. and 15 Ave. 

Woolnough says that inci¬ 


dents such as this have been 
occurring around town since 
last summer. 

Woolnough is not only con¬ 
cerned about the cost that these 
incidents have generated for the 
Town of Didsbury, who has to 
replace the signs, but also for 
motorists and pedestrians, who 
might not know there was a 
traffic sign there. 

"These incidents could cause 
traffic accidents the next morn¬ 
ing," said Woolnough. 

The Town of Didsbury puts 


up temporary signs immediately 
after they find out about the 
incidents, but there is a time 
period where there are no signs. 

Woolnough is asking that if 
the public has any knowledge of 
who may be causing this van¬ 
dalism, to call the RCMP at 335- 
3382. 

"Anyone seeing a vehicle with 


suspicious front end damage 
may call us," Woolnough said. 

He expects that the vehicle 
responsible for running down 
the signs has some damage on 
the front bumper or paint on it 
from the signs. 

RCMP are also requesting 
assistance for information on a 
tree that was smashed to the 


ground at the Didsbury High 
School on the same night.

Callers are eligible for cash 
rewards of up to $2,000 for in¬ 
formation leading to the arrest 
of parties responsible.

Did you know? 

By-law 99-12, Section 2 

The owner or occupant of a dwelling 
or other premises shall provide at their 
own expense and maintain in good con¬ 
dition a sufficient number of waste con¬ 
tainers to hold at least one week's accu¬ 
mulation of waste. 

Section 4: the owner or occupant of a 
dwelling or other premises shall be re¬ 
sponsible to prevent the accumulation 
of refuse at a dwelling or other premises 
to the point where an unsanitary, un¬ 
safe or unsightly condition develops. 

Section 8: no owner, occupant or 
employee of a dwelling or other premises, 
in the Town shall: dispose of any refuse 
at a location not designated by the Town for disposal, place any 
refuse at a dwelling or other premises at which they are not the 
owner, occupant or employee, or place any refuse into a container 
or receptacle that is not designated for their use. 

Putting signs up for garage sales, parties, private sales etc. on 
telephone poles, railings and so on around town, may be a cheap 
and easy way to advertise, but you are defacing public property. 
Please remember to make use of the public bulletin boards in town 
to do your advertising. One is located in front of the Post Office and 
the other is at the corner of 15th Ave. and 20th St. 

This way no damage will be done, it will look cleaner and all will 
be happy.

When our daughter graduated from High School she moved to the city, found a job, and small 
apartment. Her heart's desire was to own a mini austen car and she carefully saved enough money 
to purchase a second hand "mini austen." 

The following weekend she drove home to proudly show us her heart's desire. Preparing to return 
home, she packed her little car full of her belongings and started out in a torrential downpour. When 
she left I felt a great need to pray for her safety; then thought no more about it, until later in the 
afternoon when we received a call, she had been in an accident, totalled her car.

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Liberals destroy the 
institution of marriage 

The same-sex legislation intro¬ 
duced by the Liberal Government 
last week will essentially wipe out 
the institution of marriage. 

Bill C-23, The Modernization of 
Benefits and Obligations Act, will 
amend 68 federal statutes affecting 
20 departments and agencies. It will 
extend benefits to same-sex couples 
on the same basis as common-law 
opposite-sex couples. 

By introducing this legislation, 
the Liberals are clearly trying to 
deflect attention away from Jane 
Stewart's mismanagement of $1 bil¬ 
lion of taxpayers money in grants from her department. 

Bill C-23 gives marriage like benefits while at the same time not 
recognizing or defining marriage in the legislation. This goes 
directly against the motion passed on June 8, 1999, sponsored by 
the Reform Party, and supported by all parties, to take necessary 
steps to preserve the definition of marriage, as the union of one 
man and one woman to the exclusion of all others. 

This bill essentially makes private sexual activities he sole 
criteria for benefits eligibility. It also discriminates against other 
types of dependency relationships, such as elderly siblings living 
together, or a parent and adult child living together. 

This legislation is the beginning of a slippery' slope whereby the 
Liberals are allowing public policy and legislation to be driven by 
our courts. The Reform Party will continue to fight against this 
legislation in an effort to show the Liberals that the institution of 
marriage is sacred and can't be destroyed at their whim. 


The environment - a taxing issue

We all agree that the envi¬ 
ronment is important - obvi¬ 
ously. But we seem to be hav¬ 
ing a very difficult time coming 
to an agreement as to what 
should be done to protect it. 

Should we leave it to indus¬ 
try, for example, to monitor its 
own carbon dioxide emissions? 
Should we impose an environ¬ 
mental tax on individuals or 
businesses? Should we offer up 
"incentives" to encourage peo¬ 
ple to modify their behaviour? 
And just who, exactly, is going 
to pay for any or all of these 
ideas? And don't be deceived - 
environmental policy changes 
will cost money. 

With cost in mind, then, the 
province of Alberta recently un¬ 
veiled the skeleton of an action 
plan to reduce green house 
gases. At first blush it seems to 
be on the right track, offering 
up voluntary, technology- 
driven solutions to the prob¬ 
lem of rising emission levels. 
That's certainly a more 
thoughtful approach than what 
seems to be Ottawa's favoured 
plan of attack - a carbon tax. 

A carbon tax is probably the 


worst of all possible scenarios 
for dealing with gas emissions. 
Why? Well, first and foremost 
it wouldn't work. We know that 
because we already have a car¬ 
bon tax - it's called the excise 
tax on gasoline. Emerging out 
of the fear of fuel shortages and 
price shocks in the early 1970s, 
the excise tax was supposed to 
reduce fuel consumption. Yeah, 
right. After 25 years of growing 
fuel taxes consumption has not 
declined one little bit. That's 
because the price of fuel is 
highly inelastic. In other words, 
people consume fuel in the same 
quantities regardless of the 
price simply because they need 
it. If taxes went up on lava 
lamps, pushing up the price, 
you might not buy one. After 
all, who really needs a lava 
lamp? But you do need fuel - to 
get to work, to put in your semi 
to haul goods, to power your 
factory etc. etc. Higher taxes 
are not a deterrent to fuel con¬ 
sumption. 

Neither are they conducive 
to economic growth. A carbon 
tax would: reduce consumer 
spending, owing to a drop in 
disposable income, result in a 
decline in business investment, 
reflecting a reduction in invest-

ment by utilities; lower exports; 
increase unemployment; and 
quite possibly, lower total tax 
revenues as GDP goes into a 
free-fall. This is not just the 
opinion of a bunch of crusading 
anti-tax radicals - it's also the 
opinion given by the govern¬ 
ment's own economists. 

So avoiding a carbon tax is a 
no-brainer. But are Alberta's 
proposals any better? Some of 
the ideas thrown out, like low¬ 
ering provincial speed limits or 
introducing an annual target 
for government purchases of 
electrical power might not be 
that expensive. Other propos¬ 
als, however, such as offering 
"financial incentives" for the 
purchase of fuel-efficient vehi¬ 
cles, or the building of "eco- 
efficient" industrial parks could 
get a little pricey. 

The bottom line is that any¬ 
thing the provincial or federal 
governments do to rein in emis¬ 
sions is going to cost money. 
Fair enough. But that should 
not translate into an overall 
cost increase for consumers or 
taxpayers. If, for example, the 
cost of the province's plan 
amounts to the rumoured $30 
million, Klein and company 
have an obligation to take that 
money out of existing revenues 
and re-prioritize their spend¬ 
ing. Taxes cannot be allowed to 
increase to pay for yet another 
government program, no mat¬ 
ter how well-intentioned it 
might be. We simply can't af¬ 
ford it.

It would seem that the de¬ 
bate rages over the Klein gov¬ 
ernment's proposal to allow re¬ 
gional health authorities to con- 
tract-out certain surgical pro¬ 
cedures to private for-profit in¬ 
vestor-backed clinics, misinfor¬ 
mation is the government's 
weapon of choice and public 
confusion is the only real win¬ 
ner... 

For example, government 
statements allude to private- 
public partnerships, a concept 
that has been a failure in the 
U.S., the U.K., Australia and 
New Zealand, and how this pro¬ 
posed "new" system will be "pub¬ 
licly funded," but "Publicly- 
funded" is the same as "tax¬ 
payer-funded." 

If you examine this concept, 
the fact emerged that these cor¬ 
porate for-profit clinics will 
have to dig into taxpayers' pock¬ 
ets so that they can realize a 
profit. 

How, you ask? 

Point 1: Government is fi¬ 
nanced primarily - although not 
exclusively - by tax dollars. Rev¬ 
enue is also derived from the 
public health care insurance 
premiums. 

Point 2: Regional health au¬ 
thorities are funded by the gov¬ 
ernment, thereby through tax¬ 
payers' dollars. 

Point 3: There is a finite 
number of dollars available. 

Point 4: As regional health 
authorities contract for certain 


surgery procedures, the cost of 
facility fees will be included in 
the cost of those contracts as 
Health and Wellness Minister 
Halvar Jonson recently admit¬ 
ted during an interview on lo¬ 
cal radio stations (CHED and 
QR 77, Edmonton and Calgary). 

Point 5: Therefore, taxpay¬ 
er's dollars will have to go to 
private corporate for-profit in¬ 
vestor-backed clinics as a sub¬ 
sidy to assure a profit. 

Point 6: As more taxpayers' 
dollars feed the private for- 
profit clinics, fewer dollars will 
be available to support the pub¬ 
lic health care system and it 
will continue to deteriorate 
until it reaches an unaccept¬ 
able level and health care can 
then be totally privatized with 
the necessity for everyone to 
try to purchase private health 
insurance which is not only 
highly restrictive, but is at least 
10 times more expensive than 
the current public health in¬ 
surance plan. 

This is what the government 
hides from the public when it 
talks about the contracting-put 
proposal and dangles the 
phrases "publicly-adminis¬ 
tered, publicly funded" as car¬ 
rots in front of a still naive 
public. 

Because the facility fees 
which the government has or¬ 
dered regional health authori¬ 
ties to pay to private clinics are 
to be included in the contract 


with private clinics, there is no 
possibility that this new scheme 
will save the government 
money or conserve taxpayers' 
dollars. Quite the opposite will 
be true. 

The scheme will cost more! 

Let's peer briefly into the 
future. The 'reason' given for 
the government's move is the 
number of people on waiting 
lists particularly for orthopedic 
procedures such as hip and knee 
replacements. Why doesn't the 
government open some of the 
operating rooms still dark and 
unused since the early days of 
the 'restructuring,' and put 
some of the dollars that will go 
to the corporate clinics into the 
existing but unused facilities 
already in the public system? 
Current waiting lists are grow¬ 
ing for cancer and cardiac pa¬ 
tients. Can corporate profit- 


oriented private clinics for 
those patients be far off? Of 
course not. Just imagine the 
world-class Cross Cancer In¬ 
stitute privatized - the average 
Albertan couldn't afford to step 
inside let alone be treated. 

I do not want my tax dollars 
or even one penny of my health 
insurance premiums to go to 
private, investor-owned, corpo¬ 
rate for-profit clinics as long as 
they feed from the public 
trough. If they want to be inde¬ 
pendent entrepreneurs, they 
are free to opt out of Medicare. 
They are not welcome to drain 
my pockets for their own profit.

0000, toll free number for all 
MLA's constituency offices, ask 
for Ralph Klein's Calgary office 
and voice your opposition to 
his scheme to use your tax dol¬ 
lars.

Anniversary of destruction 


Dear Editor, 

February 20, 2000 marked 
the 41 anniversary of the de¬ 
struction of the magnificent 
fighter airplane, the Avro Ar¬ 
row of Canada. It is of impor¬ 
tance that our children should 
know that our country was at 
one time at the cutting edge of 
technology and we were not al¬ 
ways hewers of wood and draw¬ 
ers of water who shipped our 
resources away at giveaway 
prices. 

The Arrow, of which five were 
completed with Pratt and 
Whitney J-75 engines readily 
attained speeds of 1400 MPH 
plus. In the fifty year annual of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force 
the speed was listed at 1600 
MPH, a speed which in 1958 
was unheard of for a fighter 
airplane. The United States at 
this time cancelled their F-106 
and F-107 fighter projects be¬ 
cause of course they were obso¬ 
lete beyond comprehension as 
compared to the Arrow. The 
Americans it must be said coop¬ 
erated with Canadians during 
the project. 

A sixth Arrow was 95% com¬ 
pleted but this model contained 
the Irriquois engine which was 
made by a Canadian firm, the 
Orenda Company of Malton, 
Ontario. This engine was the 
first titanium airplane engine 
ever in production and as well 


as being 700 pounds lighter than 
the P&W engines, produced 
drastic amounts more of thrust. 
It was speculated at this time 
that new models of the Arrow 
would go to speeds of Mach 3 or 
even 4, but Arrow No. 106 was 
destroyed before it was allowed 
in the air. 

Although the United States 
had experimented with "fly by 
wire" technology the Arrow was 
the only airplane and the first to 
be able to take off, fly around 
and land with the pilot doing 
nothing by guiding while on the 
ground. Most passenger planes 
are now equipped with fly by 
wire systems now to be able to 
land in fog. I believe no other 
airplane had this instrumenta¬ 
tion until 1971. 

The Arrow although a fighter 
was capable of carrying approxi¬ 
mately the same load as a B-29 
bomber of second world war 
era. The rocket systems were 
held in the interior of the plane 
and rotated our when prepara¬ 
tion for firing took place, thus 
giving the airplane a very clean 
appearance. Everything about 
the Arrow was years ahead of 
others in the world. England 
offered to buy some of the Ar¬ 
rows by the Conservative Gov¬ 
ernment of John Diefenbaker of 
Saskatchewan refused to sell. 
On the 20 of Feb. 1959 all pro¬ 
duction and contracts were can¬ 


celled. Destruction of all 
airplanes on the assembly lines, 
(about 30) and all completed 
airplanes and plans were de¬ 
stroyed. 

Someone once said "Treason 
never prosper, for if it doth, 
none dare call it Treason."

Focus on 


the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: I'm 21 years old and still haven't figured out 
what I want to do with my life. How can I find an achievable goal 
and begin moving toward it? 

DR. DOBSON: Selecting an occupation and training for it can 
be a very difficult assignment. It's tough to predict what you'll 
want to be doing when you're 50 or 60 years old, yet you're 
obligated to guess. You may not even know what the work will be 
like, yet you enroll yourself in a lengthy academic program or 
otherwise seek ways to train for it. 

The decisions you make under these circumstances may lock 
you into something you will later hate. And there are social 
pressures that influence your choices. For example, how many 
young women secretly want to be wives and mothers but are 
afraid to admit it in today's "liberated" society? Furthermore, how 
can a girl plan to do something that requires the participation of 
another person — a husband - who will love and commit himself 
to her for the rest of his life? Marriage may or may not be in the 
picture for her. Yes, there is plenty to consider for men and women 
at your age in life. 

I was very fortunate to have stumbled into a profession when 
I was young that I have been able to do reasonably well. If I had 
been born in ancient times and had been required to earn a living 
with my hands, perhaps in carpentry or stonemasonry, I would 
have probably starved to death. Craftsmanship is just not in my 
nature. I spent an entire semester trying to make a box in which 
to store shoeshine stuff What a waste! At least that experience 
helped me rule out a few occupational possibilities. 

To make an informed decision about a profession, you'll need 
to fit six essential components together: 

1. It must be something you genuinely like to do. This choice 
requires you to identify your own strengths, weaknesses and 
interests. 

2. It must be something you have the ability to do. You might 
want to be an attorney but lack the talent to do the academic work 
and pass the bar examination. 

3. It must be something you can earn a living by doing. You 
might want to be an artist, but if people don't buy your paintings, 
you could starve while sitting at your easel. 

4. It must be something you are permitted to do. You might 
make a wonderful physician and could handle the training but 
can't gain entrance to medical school. I went through a Ph.D. 
program in graduate school with a fellow student who washed out 
after seven years of classwork. He made it to the last big exam 
before his professors told him, 'You're out." 

5. It must be something that brings cultural affirmation. In 
other words, most people need to feel some measure of respect from 
their contemporaries for what they do. This is the one reason 
women have found it difficult to stay home and raise their 
children. 

6. Most important for those with a faith, it must be something 
that you feel you should be doing with your life. Some refer to this 
as a "calling," or a sense of meaning that work should provide. 

What makes it so tough to choose an occupation is that all six 
of these requirements must be met at the same time. If you get five 
of them down but you don't like what you have selected, you're in 
trouble. If you can get five together but are rejected by the required 
professional schools, you are blocked. If you can get five lined up 
but you can t earn a living at the job of your choice, the system 
fails. 

Given this challenge, it isn't surprising that so many young 
people like yourself struggle in their early 20s. They become 
immobilized for years, not knowing what to do next. 

Young adults in this situation remind me of rockets sitting on 
their launch pads. Their engines are roaring and belching smoke 
and fire, but nothing moves. The spacecraft was made to blast its 
way through the stratosphere, but there it sits as if bolted to the 
pad. I've met many men and women in their early 20s whose 
rockets just would not lift them off the ground. And yes, I’ve 
known a few whose engines blew up and scattered the debris of 
broken dreams all over the launch pad.

Are your kids getting enough 
calcium in their diets? 


It may look like your chil¬ 
dren are growing well, but un¬ 
fortunately this doesn't mean 
that their bones are as strong 
and healthy as they should be. 
"A lack of calcium causes bones 
to become porous, weak and 
break more easily" says Leslie 
DePodesta a Registered Dieti¬ 
tian. 

"Children need from 2 to 4 
servings of milk products each 
day, depending on their age, 
size, activity level, how fast 
they are growing and whether 
they are male or female" she 
explains. As a guideline 
DePodesta says kids 4 to 9 
years old need roughly 2-3 
servings and 10 to 16 year olds 
need 3 to 4 servings. She offers 
these bone building tips: 

•Skim milk powder can 
greatly boost calcium intake 
when you add to foods you 
prepare. Mix it into ground 
beef when making meatloaf, 
hamburgers or meatballs; add 
i to a shake made with milk or 
yogurt, combine it with hot 
cereal before cooking or add it 
to cream soups. 

•Include a milk product in 
your child's school lunch. The 
new "Yoplait Tubes" make a 


perfect choice since they are 
easy to open don't require a 
spoon and can be frozen to last 
longer in the lunch box. They 
can even be eaten on the school 
playground. 

•Don't feel guilty about 
chocolate milk. It has all the 
nutritional value of regular 
milk and no more sugar than 
a glass of unsweetened orange 
juice. The chocolate does bind 
with a few milligrams of the 
calcium, but since a cup of 
milk has about 300 milligrams 
of calcium, there is no con¬ 
cern. 

•Try a calcium-enriched 
milk. Little children have 
small appetites so with a cal¬ 
cium-enriched milk they are 
getting more calcium per 
mouthful. Kids may also pre¬ 
fer the more full-bodied taste 
of calcium-enriched milk. 

•For a quick before school 


breakfast, combine a ripe ba¬ 
nana some orange juice and 
yogurt in the blender. Serve 
with whole wheat crackers for 
a balanced breakfast. 

•Change the shape of the 
cheese you serve to make it 
more interesting. Serve it 
finely grated or cut it into 
matchstick pieces. Let chil¬ 
dren sprinkle grated cheese 
on their cooked vegetables at 
mealtime. 

Developing healthy bones 
during childhood is important 
for bone health throughout 
life. Diary products are a ma¬ 
jor source of calcium as well 
as other essential nutrients 
including protein, riboflavin, 
vitamin D (in milk), potas¬ 
sium and may others. Help 
your children attain and main¬ 
tain healthy bones by includ¬ 
ing a variety of milk products 
throughout each day.

Premier Klein to carry grain 
farmers’ message to Prime 
Minister Jean Chretien 


Premier Ralph Klein has 
sent a letter to the Prime Min¬ 
ister adding to his support to 
farmers and producer groups, 
calling on the federal govern¬ 
ment to take the necessary 
action to improve Canada's 
grain handling and transpor¬ 
tation systems. 

The letter follows a meeting 
on January 26, 2000 between 
Premier Klein and a number 
of Alberta farm groups an or¬ 
ganizations, representing ap¬ 
proximately 90,000 prairie 
farmers. 

The industry presented the 
Premier with their position 
on the Estey/Kroeger reports 
and other recommendations to 
improve farm income. 

Agriculture, Food and Ru¬ 
ral Development Minister Ty 
Lund and Infrastructure Min¬ 
ister Ed Stelmach were also in 
attendance. 

Premier Klein acknowl¬ 
edged that many of the cur¬ 
rent problems facing agricul¬ 
ture may be beyond the imme¬ 
diate control of Canada and 
the provinces. 

"However, Canada needs to 
restructure those systems that 


are inefficient and wasteful," 
Klein stated. 

"These impediments to more 
efficient grain handling and 
transposition are extremely 
costly to farmers. Implement¬ 
ing the Kroeger package of 
reforms will save western 
farmers hundreds of millions 
of dollars annually." 

"These changes are possible 
within Canada's own back 
yard. 

They would promote a more 
commercial system, improve 
competition, enhance choice 
for farmers and thereby in¬ 
crease farmer returns. 

By not allowing these 
changes to take place, the fed¬ 
eral government only worsens 
the current difficulties our 
producers are experiencing," 
said Lund. 

Klein's open letter to the 
Prime Minister of Canada sup¬ 
ports the Estey/Kroeger ap¬ 
proach to grain handling and 
transportation. 

Kroeger, appointed by the 
federal government to work 
out the implementation details 
of the Estey Report, has made 
recommendations that will 


provide for a more commercial 
contract-based focus to the 
grain transportation system 
and allow the marketplace to 
work more efficiently. 

Changes to the heavily- 
regulated transportation sys¬ 
tem would position the agri¬ 
culture industry to better com¬ 
pete in the rapidly expanding 
global value-added market¬ 
place. 

Farmers will be able to take 
advantage of these opportuni¬ 
ties and cost efficiencies if the 
necessary changes are made. 

"The global economy will 
not wait for Canada," Stelmach 
added. 

"Reforms to the grain trans¬ 
portation system will benefit 
the western Canadian 
economy; particularly our 
farm economy." 

Klein agreed to discuss this 
issue on behalf of Alberta pro¬ 
ducers at the upcoming Pre¬ 
miers' Conference in Quebec 
City.

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1999-2000 adjustment 
payments for grain 

On Feb. 17 the CWB announced that the Government of 
Canada has approved increases to the 1999-2000 initial pay¬ 
ments for wheat and durum wheat. 

Effective Feb. 22, 2000 initial payments for wheat will 
increase $10 per tonne. Initial payments for all grades of durum 
wheat will increase $15 per tonne, with the exception of No. 5 
Canada Western Amber Durum (CWAD) which will increase 
$10 per tonne. 

Farmers who delivered wheat and durum to the CWB 
between Aug. 1, 1999 and Feb. 22, 2000 will receive an 
adjustment payment. The payments will be mailed on Friday, 
Mar. 3 or received by direct deposit on Feb. 29. Farmers with 
direct deposit wishing to defer their payments must notify the 
CWB by Feb. 23, 2000. 

Initial payments are guaranteed by the federal government 
and are paid to farmers when they deliver grain. The CWB 
recommends increases to the initial payments as market con¬ 
ditions warrant or as each pool account becomes more firm. 
This is the second adjustment to wheat and durum initial 
payments in the 1999-2000 crop year. 

Farmers receive the balance of their returns in either 
additional adjustment payments before the close of the crop 
year (July 31, 2000) or in interim or final payments after the 
close of the crop year, and after all expenses have been deducted. 
A complete listing of payments for all grades in dollars per 
tonne and dollars per bushel is posted on the CWB's Web site 
under Payments link at www.cwb.ca 

Initial payments should not be confused with monthly Pool 
Return Outlooks (PROs) which are the CWB's estimates of 
total pool year returns. 

The CWB is the world’s largest wheat and barley marketer. 
Headquartered in Winnipeg, Manitoba, it is one of Canada’s 
biggest exporters and the largest net earner of foreign cur¬ 
rency. Marketing Prairie-grown wheat and barley to over 70 
countries around the world, the CWB returns all sales revenue, 
less the costs of marketing, to farmers in Western Canada. 


Agri-news brief 

Eliminating E. coli from beef cattle 

A University of Alberta scientist is leading a team of researchers 
to develop a vaccine to eliminate E. coli 0157:H7 from beef cattle 
herds. Dr. Glen Armstrong, Medical Microbiology and Immunol¬ 
ogy professor received $202,922 in funding from the Canada 
Alberta Beef Industry Development Fund (CABIDF) to conduct 
research that is intended to eliminate contamination of meat by E. 
coli 0157:H7 before it enters the food chain. E. coli 0157:H7 doesn’t 
cause illness in cattle but can cause quite dramatic symptoms in 
humans, particularly the young and the elderly. Symptoms in¬ 
clude severe diarrhea, and in worst cases, the disease can be fatal. 
Since it takes only 10 to 100 organisms to cause disease in humans, 
any trace of E. coli detected in a carcass means the meat must be 
discarded.

Statistics a useful 
tool 

When used properly, 
statistics can be a help¬ 
ful tool for coaches in 
preparing for games, cor¬ 
recting weaknesses and 
motivating your team. 

Statistics provide you 
with feedback on indi¬ 
vidual and team play. 
Combined with your own 
analysis, they can help 
enhance overall team 
performance. 

Have your team keep 
statistics in areas you 
consider important, such 
as: 

•shots on goal and at¬ 
tempted shots, including 
location 

•scoring chances 
•player plus / minus 
•giveaways by player 
in different zones 

•penalty killing and 
power play percentages 
•body checks (depend¬ 
ing on age group) 

•player faceoff wins 
and losses 

The statistics must be 
accurate, consistent, 
have a purpose specific 
to your coaching needs, 
and be easy to use. 

To ensure consist¬ 
ency, have the same peo¬ 
ple compile statistics at 
every game and set sim¬ 
ple, clear definitions for 
each statistic kept. 

By identifying indi¬ 
vidual and collective 
strengths and weak¬ 
nesses, statistics can 
help you plan for prac¬ 
tices and games, and can 
be used as a motivational 
tool by monitoring player 
progress. 

Remember, statistics 
don’t tell the entire story. 
Be cautious about hand¬ 
ing out individual statis¬ 
tics to your players dur¬ 
ing the season, as this 
often causes conflict.
